bnrners and oil-lamps give out a consid- 
erable amount of beat by the energetic 
consumption of tho hydro-carbons, and 
'hence their injurious 
effect. 
In this 


respect tho electric light is not open to 
tho same objection, for although the light 
may be rendered as intense as desirable, 
still there is very little heat produced.— 
["Engineering.

The Paris correspondent of She Bofiton 


Trunsoript gives au accouut of (iu interest- 
ing libel Bint which lias just been con- 
cluded in the French capital. It appears 
that in Einile Zola's last novel "Pol- 
Bouille/1 which is published as a seriul in 
the Gaulois, 
the author introduces a 


character by the name of Duverdy. Now 
comes the editor of the Gazette doa Trib- 
uuaux, 
whose name is also Durerdv, 


alarmed at finding his family name in 
such disreputable surroundings HS those 
into which Zola has already introduced it, 
aud demands of the court that this use of his 
name be prohibited. M. Duverdy does not 
claim that Zola had auy reference to him 
personally in n«iectiiig this name, and 
much less that there was auy malicious 
intent to injure him. 
Curiously enough, 


however, it happens that he is the only 
person of that name in Paris; he is a 
couiifiellor.al.lavr; 
the Duverdy of the 


novel is an advocate, and ho formerly 
lived in the Rue Choiseuil, where is the 
residence of the fictitious Duverdy, aiid 
he even now lias a house iu that vicinity. 
Zola was first requested to change tho 
name by 
one of the 
sons 
of M. 


Duverdy, the latter being absent from 
Paris. 
Desirous, 
however, 
of having 


the question which lias before giveu him 
ftunoynuce legally settled, Zola refused, 
aud the suit was brought. 
The novelist 


has been condemned to pay a fine, io 
change the name in the book, and to pub- 
lish the judgment in several papers, as 
well as to pay the costs of the suit. 
The 


ground of, the judgment was that a name 
is private property, aud as such no more 
to be appropriated by another than fami- 
ly furniture and heirlooms. The result is 
a warning to French novelists, either not 
to hunt up names for their characters iu 
the directory or not to write books iu 
which a respectable man may fear to 
have his name giveu.

Every lover of books is acquainted with 


the sad story of Edgar Allan Poe. 
It 1ms 


been told so often and in BO many ways 
that it 1ms become interwoven with the 
literature of the age. 
A brilliant poet 


making for himself a name equal to the 
most gifted of his own or any other 
country, he is described as dissolute and 
intemperate to that^ degree that 
he 


wrecked his intellect, destroyed the finer 
sensibilities of his nature and finally died 
in a drunken debauch. 
His admirers 


have generally admitted these facts and the 
world has .keenly son-owed that one so 
gifted by nature and otherwise possessed 
of uiauy lovely qualities shosld have thus 
clouded his history and by his own act 
brought it to an untimely end. 


An attempt is now made to reverse all 


this, aud a witness lias come forward who 
claims to know the facts and who testifies 
that there is not a shadow of truth in 
the generally accepted record. 
His name 


is J. J. Morau, M. D., and he was Poo's 
physician during his last illuess, having 
cured for him until he was carried to the 
grave.

All 


Florida is a bod of white sand enriched 
by phosphates. 
These phosphates aro in 


the shape of decayed animal matter. The 
sand in speckled with shells, the occu- 
pauts of which hnvo died and gone to 
enrich the soil. So an oninge grove is 
set out in tho sand bed. Fifty trees nre 
set lo tho acre, which gives each tree 
about thirty-live 
feet. 
Late orange 


raisers are setting thirty-live trees to the 
acre. Tlie tree commences to bear when 
eight years old, and keeps increasing as 
far as nnyono kuows, forever. 
Tlie ago 


of an orange tree is not known. 
They 


continue to boar and grow for no one 
knows how long. I saw trees forty years 
old. They wore forty feet high, eighteen 
inches through, aud bore 10,000 oranges. 
Colonel Hart, of Palatka, told me that he 
had sold $200 worth of oranges in one 
season from one of these line old trees. 


An orange grove has lo be cultivated 


constantly. It is harrowed and cow peas 
are sown iu the spring. In the fall the 
cow peas aro turned under lo fertilize tho 
soil. I believe there ore now orauge trees 
enough in Florida, when fully grown, to 
supply the world with oranges. 


Oranges commence ripening in Decem- 


ber aud ripen all along till March. It is a 
delightful crop for a farmer to raise, be- 
cause he has plenty of time to harvest it. 


This is tho way they harvest oranges • 


—Tho oranges are cut off the trees with 
shears and sorted by rolling them down a 
rightaugled triangle open at the bottom. 
The little ones go through the opening 
irst and tho very large ones roll clear to 
-he end of the trough. Theu they are 
-oiled up in paper, boxed up aud sent to 
<ew York—freight 50 cents a box. A box 
lolds from 100 to ]50 oranges. 


A tree will bear from 200 to 8,000 


ranges. Trees pay from $S to $200 
apieco annually. A tree paying $200 of 
course would be a phenomenal tree, very 
old and splendidly cared for.

Groves produce from 


J50 lo $500 per acre, according to 
,ge and cultivation. An orange grove of 
10 acres will sell for §-10,000. Thero is 
ntich money made in the cultivation of 
ranges, but much patience and skill aro 
cqtlircd.

ailed, because they simply sot out the 
recs and then go away and leave them, 
'hoy have to be constantly attended to.
